After years of lobbying by the student 
unions across the province, and uni- 
versity administrations pleading with 
the province to provide more funds, 
Ralph Klein stepped up on Tuesday 
and announced a fully. funded, one- 
year tuition freeze. 

The announcement, 
made during the premier’s televised 
annual fireside chat, indicated that 
the provincial government will pay 
the equivalent of the tuition increases 
for the 2005/06 academic year, at a 
cost of approximately $43 million. 
The announcement also stated that 
60 000 new postsecondary student 
spaces will be created by 2020— 
15 000 of them in the next three years 
and called for a review of the afford- 
ability of postsecondary education. 
Any reforms that come out of the 
review are to be in place by September 
2006.

“A tuition freeze is something that 
student leaders have been pushing for 
anumber of years,” said Alex Abboud, 
Students’ Union vice-president (exter- 
nal) and chair of the Council of Alberta 
University Students (CAUS). 

“What the premier announced, the 
tuition freeze and the review of acces- 
sibility and affordability, is the exact 
policy that our provincial lobby group, 
the Council of Alberta University 
Students, have been lobbying for.” 

U of A Provost and Vice-President 
(Academic) Dr Carl Amrhein empha- 
sized that the government’s plan calls 
for a rebate, not a tuition freeze. 

“It's a rebate in that the government 
will pay for the tuition increase,” he 
said. 

Earlier this year, there was discussion 
of increased university funding by the 
province. A $500 education bursary 
to each new Albertan baby is one ini- 
Wative, but further details of funding 
plans are not currently available.

Student files human rights complaint 
against International Centre

A student at the University of Alberta 
is filing a human rights complaint 
claiming she was unjustly rejected 
from an exchange opportunity due to 
her disability. 

In September 2003, Sonia Gupta, 
who is blind, was nominated to 
take part in an exchange to Uppsala 
University in Sweden. She said plan- 
ning progressed relatively smoothly 
until January 2004 when Rania El 
Saadi replaced Judith Ellis as the 
study abroad exchange advisor at the 
International Centre. Gupta noted 
that communication quickly became 
strained. Six months later, on 1 June, 
2004, Barry Tonge, the director of 
education abroad notified Gupta that 
her nomination had been revoked. 

The revocation letter stated that send- 
ing Gupta on an exchange would likely 
result in problems for both Gupta and 
the host, Uppsala University, explain- 
ing, “You continually come into con- 
flict with the people and offices that 
you come into contact with.” 

Though not stated in the letter, Gupta 
maintains that the revocation was due 
to her unwillingness to work with 
Specialized Support and Disability 


Services (SSDS) in the preparation and 
execution of her exchange. 

“The basic point ofit all is was given 
an ultimatum by the International 
Centre; more specifically Barry Tonge 
and Rania El Saadi, the exchange advi- 
sor, said that I can’t go on exchange 
to Sweden if SSDS isn’t involved,” said 
Gupta.

Gupta’s refusal to work with SSDS 
was due to a negative working rela- 


tionship in the past. She felt that 
SSDS wasn’t providing the services 
she needed in a proper and timely 
manner. Having been on a summer 
exchange and learned from the diffi- 
cult experience, she felt she was in a 
better position to coordinate directly 
with the disability offices at Uppsala to 
arrange her accommodations. Gupta 
was offended that the University 
would consider her a liability due to 
her disability and that it would attempt 
to force her to use a service that had to 
be paid for, especially since she was 
unhappy with it. 

“[The ombudsman] told me that 
the University does not have the right 
to commit caution on behalf of the 
student. Basically that means that no 
one can say to me, or any student, 
“You must do this because it’s for your 
own good,” explained Gupta. 

The ombudsman could not com- 
ment due to Students’ Union policy 
and the private nature of the service. 

“I know the University could say 
that this is some sort of risk manage- 
ment, but this idea that a student [with 
a disability] is some sort of liability, 
it’s just wrong. It’s segregating me in 
a way that isn’t right, against my able- 
bodied peers,” Gupta added.

Govt to give 
education 
grant to babies

A recently announced postsecondary 
grant for Albertan babies is being met 
with mixed reviews on campus. 

The plan, announced on 26 January, is 
part of Alberta’s centennial celebrations 
and will give Albertan parents $500 
toward a Registered Education Savings 
Plan (RESP) for children born in 2005 
or later. It’s expected to incite parents 
to start saving earlier for their child’s 
education. 

Additional grants of $100 may be 
available if parents re-apply to the 
program once their children reach the 
ages of eight, eleven and 14. 

Provost and University Vice- 
President (Academic) Dr Carl Amrhein 
is optimistic about the announcement 
of the Alberta Centennial Education 
Savings Plan (ACES). 

“As a parent, my boys are just get- 
ting ready to go to university. I think 
this sends a wonderful message to 
parents to start early,” said Amrhein. 

But, Amrhein was quick to add 
that funding is needed, in addition to 
tuition freeze, to solve universities’ cur- 
rent financial woes.

announces quite a substantial increase 
to close the core operating budget 
gaps that we've been talking about for 
so long. For us that’s about $48.7 mil- 
lion,” he said. 

Critics of the plan wonder if the pro- 
gram’s projected cost of $20 million a 
year, which will swell to $30 million 
by 2019, is being spent wisely. 

SU President Jordan Blatz expressed 
mixed feelings about ACES. 

“Absolutely we should help students 
born today have access to one of the 
best education systems available, but 
don’t forget about students right now,” 
said Blatz. 


“With the rising cost of postsecond- 
ary education, I worry that it won’t be 
long before $500 won't even cover the 
cost of a textbook,” he added. 

Recently, the University’s Board of 
Governors voted in favour of a 5.75 
per cent tuition increase for next year. 
But the tuition freeze will cover next 
year’s hike. 

Considering that, Amrhein is opti- 
mistic about ACES. 

“This [ACES] is a wonderful way to 
celebrate the centennial. It’s the first 
of hopefully many announcements in 
the next several months that will also 
address the concerns of the SU and the 
concerns we share with the SU as far as 
today’s funding goes,” said Amrhein.

HEALTH PLAN GOES TO REFERENDUM 
Elections were in the air as Council once 
again grappled with the wording and 
merit behind the referendum questions. 

While the question surrounding the 
proposed health plan was accepted 
after minor modifications, Council 
spent considerable time on the ques- 
tion regarding a new levy to construct a 
new physical activity complex. 


Business Councilor Steve Smith and 
others raised concerns regarding the 
lack of research and planning on the part 
of the dean of the faculty of physical 
education and recreation who initially 
presented the proposal to Council. 

“The faculty [of physical education 
and recreation] has either lied to Council 
or provided Council with false informa- 
tion,” said Smith. 

Information came to light that the 
University's board of governors—who 
would be levying the fee—would not 
be legally bound by any parts of the pro- 
posed question. 

It was also noted that the proposal 
had yet to go through the appropriate 


University process for new buildings. A 
vote of 20-12 decided to postpone the 
question indefinitely. 


OTHER COUNCIL HAPPENINGS: 

+ Council approved a recommendation 
fromthe Eugene LBrody committee, the 
charitable arm of the Students’ Union, to 
grant Free the Children a sum of $10000 
from the Brody Fund to build a primary 
school in Africa. 


+ Vice-President (External) Alex Abboud 
announced that Premier Ralph Klein, 
during his annual fireside chat, promised 
a tuition freeze for the 2005/06 aca- 
demic year.

Cure for aging could be near: scientist 


Cambridge scientist predicts that ‘rejuvenation methods could increase 
the human lifespan and halt the aging process

If Cambridge scientist Aubrey de 
Grey’s radical predictions are cor- 
rect, within 30 to 100 years, science 
will have a cure for aging. 

The theoretical bio-gerontologist 
will visit the University of Alberta 
campus on Tuesday, 15 February at 
12:30 in Medical Sciences, to speak 
on what he calls “rejuvenation ther- 
apies,” treatments to keep humans 
alive for thousands of years. 

“We will be able to live indefi- 
nitely,’ predicted de Grey. 

But, he is quick to note that this 
isn't the same as living forever. 
Gerontology—the study of aging—is 
not often studied with the desire to 
ward off what has long been seen as 
an inevitable end to human life. Due 
to the likelihood of accident, de Grey 
said a person will die eventually, 
regardless of anti-aging therapies. 

“One's life will inevitably end ... 
[but] it'll end by being hit by a truck, 
rather than by getting frail and mis- 
erable,” de Grey noted dryly. 

He added that a person would 
presumably be around 5000 years of 
age when the accident happened. 

De Grey, a self-taught biologist 
and former computer scientist, is 
one of a few scientists who believe 
that with the right medical inter- 
ventions, human beings could avoid 
aging entirely. 

He has theorized that aging in 
humans is caused by molecular and 
cellular damage that accumulates in 
the body over time (the by-products 
of basic processes like digestion).

By limiting the buildup of these 
by-products, which are only harm- 
ful to the body in high quantities, 
de Grey suspects people can thwart 
the aging process and live young, 
vibrant lives for thousands of years. 

Currently, scientists are working 
to find ways of making mice live 
far beyond their typical life expec- 
tancies. To speed up the process, de 
Grey helped establish the Methuselah 
Foundation to support scientists 
working in this area. The organiza- 
tion offers the Methuselah Mouse 
Prize (referred to as the “M-Prize”), 
a cash award given to scientists who 
can engineer the oldest mice. 

It's de Grey’s view that within ten 
years, scientists will have a cure for 
aging in mice, which can then be 
developed in humans. And once this 
happens, society’s opinions on the 
research will dramatically change. 

“T think that sort of result will be 
enough to convince society that we 
can actually do something about 
aging in humans fairly soon, and that 
will change everything,” he argued. 

“Because then, people will sud- 
denly abandon those stupid ambiva- 
lences about overpopulation and 
inequality and the garbage that 
people talk.” 


Although the project will be an 
expensive enterprise, de Grey isn’t 
concerned. 

“So is the war in Iraq, and that 
didn’t take much,” he said. 

While the thought of avoiding the 
aches and pains of growing older 
is appealing, U of A developmental 
geneticist Dr David Pilgrim isn’t con- 
vinced that de Grey’s predictions are 
likely. 

“IT think he’s optimistic. 
Remember, we were supposed to 
be flying those little cars around like 
the Jetsons. Well you know, Arthur 
C Clarke made a lot of predictions 
in 2001: A Space Odyssey and 
George Orwell with 1984. Those 
dates have come and gone, and the 
world that they predicted was not 
exactly as they imagined,” Pilgrim 
commented. 

But while de Grey’s theories may 
be reminiscent of science fiction, 
Pilgrim stressed they're well worth 
listening to. Scientists tend to be 
dogmatic, he notes, and inclined to 
“tow the party line.” 

“Science works best by letting 
people have ideas, letting those ideas 
be tested and then everyone gets a 
shot at them, and tries to say that 
they're wrong,” said Pilgrim. 

“And if they survive all of that 
criticism, it gets added to our body 
of knowledge. Almost every great 
idea in science has been poo-pooed 
by somebody.” 

He noted, however, that at this 
point, the experimentation backing 
de Grey’s ideas has yet to “make a 
splash” in biology. But none of the 
other theories about why we age 
have sufficiently explained the phe- 
nomenon either, he added. 

In addition to the scientific 
debate, de Grey’s anti-aging science 
has raised questions about the social 
consequences of radically increasing 
the human lifespan. 

If de Grey's predictions are cor- 
rect, U of A sociologist Dr Herb

Northcott wondered how humanity 
would avoid overpopulation. 

“The population of the Earth 
would not stabilize; it would con- 
tinue to expand, since you keep 
adding generations and youre not 
subtracting generations,” he said. 

To avoid this problem, the fertility 
rate would need to drop to zero to 
accommodate a lower mortality rate. 

“Tt might be that the horsepeople 
of the apocalypse will ride into de 
Grey’s scenario at some point, as the 
population continues to grow and 
we will once again be facing wide- 
spread starvation, disease, pestilence 
and/or war,” Northcott warned. 

He also wondered how happy 
people would be in such a world. 

“As we get older, we get bored. 
We get jaded, disillusioned. We lose 
the enthusiasm for life and living,” 
said Northcott. 

“T don’t know; do we want to face 
5000 years of boredom and disen- 
chantment? Or having to face that, 
would we find a way to rekindle 
that enchantment?”

De Grey is quick to respond to 
the questions about overpopulation, 
happiness and the assertions that he 
is “playing God.” 

“This is just one more way in 
which God made us in his own 
image, if you like,” he said. 

“Certainly we should do our best 
to [anticipate the consequences]. 
But what we have no right to do is 
to make a decision that restricts the 
choice of humanity in the future.”

Traynor indicated that the review 
of postsecondary education will not 
focus solely on tuition. 

“The review won't just look at 
tuition, but it will look at all the factors 
that affect the cost of higher educa- 
tion: student finance bursaries, schol- 
arships, and even things like access to 
higher education for people who live 
in rural and remote areas,” he said. 

Both Abboud and Amrhein empha- 


sized the need to follow up the freeze 
with meaningful change to the fund- 
ing of higher education in Alberta. 

“What we'd like to see is the estab- 
lishment of an independent com- 
mittee that would review the cost of 
education, that would look into all 
the different possibilities, and would 
come back with a recommendation 
for a new tuition model or new tuition 
regulations,” said Abboud. 

“We'd like to see a lower cost than 
current tuition levels as part of this pro- 
posal, as part of the new policy.” 

Amrhein indicated that while the 
plan is a step in the right direction, 
many questions remain unanswered. 

“There are many, many questions 
that come to mind,” he said. 

“But, I think that what the govern- 
ment has done in a very generous 
way is pay the increase for the stu- 
dents in the year in which the study 
is conducted. And I think the premier 
was pretty crisp in that he wants it all 
wrapped up by September 2006.” 

Abboud shared Amrhein’s view. 

“I think the process [to create] a new 
tuition policy involves all the stake- 
holder groups, and most importantly 
students, and we'll be able to come up 
with a new policy,” he said.

Jeopardy helps U of As Model 
UN Club travel to New York

Professors and graduate students from 
the department of political science 
gathered on Monday to compete for 
glory and bragging rights in a game of 
political science Jeopardy. 

The game, held in the Humanities 
Centre on campus, was planned by 
the U of A’s Model United Nations 
Club (UAMUN), which educates 
students about the operation of the 
United Nations through organized 
simulations. 

The event raised $400 towards 
sending a 20-member delegation to 
New York to attend the National Model 
United Nations, the largest Model UN 
conference in the world. 

The conference, which takes place 
at the United Nations headquarters in 
Manhattan, runs from 22 to 26 March 
and hosts 3100 students, approxi- 
mately 50 per cent of whom are from 
outside the United States.

“The [political science] depart- 
ment is a really fun department to 
begin with and they were all really 
into the event and the grad students 
were really great,” added coordinator 
Andrea Urquhart.

However, Tonge thought other- 
wise. Due to the responsibility of 
due diligence as a service provider, 
he said he requires that expertise be 
involved in the arrangements when a 
person with disability is travelling on 
exchange. 

“There’s a level of duty of care 
or due diligence that has to be per- 
formed by the University. I guess it 
comes down to that. ... The student 
has to go through certain processes 
to ensure a degree of duty of care and 
informed consent so that a student 
is prepared. Simply saying, ‘I choose 
not to participate in the process but I 
want to be part of this program’ isn’t 
allowed; it’s a quandary,” said Tonge, 
who was unable to comment on the 
specific case due to Alberta’s Freedom 
of Information and Protection of 
Privacy Act. 

He explained that in the past when 
trying to arrange accommodation 
with another university, the termi- 
nology differed so greatly that there 
was confusion in what was required. 
Because of this and a recommendation 
from a commissioned report on dis- 
ability and exchange, the International 
Centre turned to SSDS. 

“We view SSDS as meeting a part of 
the requirement for us to feel confident 
sending a student abroad. If that could 


be met comfortably somewhere else, 
then absolutely. Could that be met by 
simply a student saying, ‘I know, I'm 
confident I know,’ I doubt very much 
to be honest,” said Tonge. 

He mentioned that he was not 
aware of a student who had refused 
to work with SSDS and successfully 
demonstrated they could arrange for 
all their own accommodations. While 
he admitted it could be possible he 
stressed he had not seen it done. 

“And we have never rejected a stu- 
dent only because of their refusal to 
work with SSDS. We have never rejected 
based on that alone,” he added. 

Brian Mader, Gupta’s government 
advisor who coordinates the fund- 
ing for her disability services, felt the 
International Centre was in error to 
describe Gupta as a person who causes 
conflict, and was confident she could 
arrange her own accommodations if 
given the chance. 

He noted that Gupta chose to coor- 
dinate her own accommodations this 
academic year and has met her own 
needs acquiring her materials in a 
timely fashion, substantially decreas- 
ing her disability-related costs. 

“Sonia in my view is a very bright 
individual who knows her limitations, 
knows the support she needs and holds 
people accountable for delivering 
them. She approaches things seriously 


and she’s assertive in doing that,” said 
Mader, commenting that stating Gupta 
causes conflict is ascribing a negative 
descriptor to assertiveness. 

“Anybody who stands up for them- 
selves and meets a very rigid system 
will be viewed by a rigid system as 
conflict-oriented,” he added. 

The University of Alberta Office of 
Human Rights also could not com- 
ment directly on the case. However, 
Janet Smith, the director of the Office 
of Human Rights, explained that there 
is a shared responsibility for all parties 
involved in accommodation to discuss 
a workable solution. 

“The courts have also said accom- 
modation needs to be workable and 
reasonable but it isn’t necessarily going 
to be ideal or perfect,” said Smith, 
emphasizing that there is a responsi- 
bility of the person seeking accommo- 
dations to willingly participate in the 
accommodation dialogue. 

Gupta argued she had done so by 
suggesting alternative methods in 
place of SSDS, but Tonge maintained 
that he had yet to see a student who 
had demonstrated the capability to 
successfully complete alternative 
arrangements. 

Gupta plans to file her human rights 
complaint by the end of this week, 
at which point the parties will likely 
enter a mediation process. 


Edmonton logs on to online community 


The San Francisco-based Craig's List debuts in Edmonton for classifieds users

The next time you're looking for an 
apartment, band, or even a dead rac- 
coon, scouring bulletin boards around 
campus won't be your only option. 

On 25 January, the Edmonton ver- 
sion of the San Francisco-based Craig's 
List came online. The website, www. 
edmonton.craiglist.org, contains more 
than 100 categories of local classifieds 
to peruse, under categories like hous- 
ing, personals, for sale, services, gigs, 
jobs and discussion forums. 

Craig’s List initially started in the San 
Francisco Bay Area as an e-mail list of 
events created by the website founder 
Craig Newmark for him and _ his 
friends. That original site now boasts 
2.4 million visitors each month. 

Ten years after the original Craig's 
List began, Edmonton is one of 92 
Cities, including Calgary, Montréal, 
Ottawa, Toronto, Vancouver and 
Winnipeg, to have a Craig’s List site. 

“We've had a lot of requests for an 
Edmonton site,” said Jim Buckmaster, 
CEO of Craig’s List. 

According to Buckmaster, the site 
has been shaped by the demands of its 
visitors. 

“Basically, we add whatever our 
users ask for,” said Buckmaster. 

He added that, unlike commer- 
cial sites, Craig’s List doesn’t include 
advertisements. Yet, apart from charg- 
ing for job postings, other postings are 
free. In Buckmaster’s view, the website 
is more than a classifieds listing, as it 
plays a role in community building. 

“There is a sense of commu- 
nity that a lot of users express,” said 
Buckmaster. 

“How we can make a big business 
that we can sell or cash in on has never 
entered [Craig’s] thinking.” 

As a new site, Buckmaster expects 
the use of Edmonton’s Craig's List to 
grow slowly. 

Although the site duplicates a few

features of the Students’ Union website, 
Alvin Law, SU vice-president (opera- 
tions and finance), isn’t worried. 

“The SU’s website offers a quality 
interface with the infrastructure to 
support the website locally,” said Law. 

He noted that the Housing Registry, 
developed at the U of A in collabora- 
tion with NAIT and boasting nearly 
300 000 hits a year, is slightly differ- 
ent from what's offered on Craig’s List. 
The SU Registry has since become a 
national program that accepts listings 
from landlords for a fee, and students 
seeking roommates at no charge. 

“T don't know of any other program 
like it,” said Law. 

“We offer local support behind the 
Housing Registry, including informa- 
tion for prospective tenants,” he added.

As for the SU website as a whole, 
it underwent reconstruction last year 
and a new “user-friendly” version 
debuted last November. 

“Tf there is demand for a service, we 
discuss the feasibility of it, and if [it’s 
feasible] it is implemented,” Law said. 

The exam registry, which has 
approximately 10 000 hits a year, and 
Bearscat, an alternative to the U of A’s 
BearTracks, a course-registration site, 
are two other SU online innovations. 

Still, your chances of finding a dead 
raccoon could be better on Craig's List 
than on Bearscat. 

“There have been so many strange 
postings,” said Buckmaster. 

“There was someone wanting to 
trade a dead raccoon for one of the 
seasons Of The Sopranos on DVD.

Hundreds of students protest 
tuition at University of Manitoba

WINNIPEG (CUP)—Postsecondary 
students from across the proy- 
ince gathered by the hundreds on 
2 February atthe University ofManitoba 
to march in favour of lower tuition 
fees and increased federal funding for 
education. 

The rally, called the Day of Action, 
was organized by student unions from 
around Manitoba and was directed 
toward both the provincial and fed- 
eral governments. 

University of Manitoba Students’ 
Union Vice-President Cathy Van De 
Kerckhove explained the dual purpose 
behind the rally. 

“Tt just shows that students are 
strong supporters of keeping the 
[tuition] freeze and therefore having 
accessibility to postsecondary educa- 
tion, which is a right to all,” she said. 

“It also shows support for getting 
Prime Minister Paul Martin to keep 
his promise that he made in the last 
federal election campaign of the dedi- 
cated transfer payments so that proy- 
inces can afford to fund universities.” 

Currently, tuition fees in Manitoba 
are frozen at 1999 levels, but University 
administrators have been pushing the 
government to lift the freeze. 

About 1000 students arrived on 
campus in the afternoon, some of 
them bused from various locales 
around Winnipeg. Once the march 
began, organizers distributed hot dogs 
to those in attendance, while students 
lined the steps of the University of 
Manitoba's administration building. 

“I have another four years of uni- 
versity and I already have debts, so if 


it increases any more that’s how much 
longer I have to pay off my debts,” said 
University of Winnipeg political sci- 
ence student Reynold Fast, one of the 
protesters who arrived courtesy of the 
pre-arranged transportation. 

Although tuition is technically 
frozen in Manitoba, the University 
administrators raised tuition fees for 
international undergraduate students 
in September. 

Jillian Wolfe, a Masters student at 
the Collége Universitaire de Saint- 
Boniface, is enrolled in a program that 
is entirely self-directed, but still pays 
what she thinks is too much. 

“Tm so poor,” she said. 

“T actually don’t have any instruc- 
tion from professors and I’m still 
paying over $2000 a year.” 

Jesse Finlay, a student at the 
University of Manitoba, maintained

that the province should take heed of 
the marchers’ message. 

“I work two full-time jobs and I still 
just barely make enough to pay tuition 
and books and parking,” he said. 

“[The government has] to take 
a second look if they see this many 
voters protesting.” 

During the rally, several speak- 
ers, including Minister of Advanced 
Education Diane McGifford, addressed 
the crowd. Despite cries from the audi- 
ence, McGifford would not say if the 
government plans to keep the freeze. 

Van De Kerckhove, however, hoped 
the government would take notice of 
the amount of students in attendance. 
It’s “strength in numbers,” she said. 

“The more people you have out 
showing support for something, the 
more the government’s going to stand 
up and listen.” 


US textbook prices outpace inflation: study

WASHINGTON (CUP)—College text- 
book prices across the United States 
have increased at nearly four times the 
rate of inflation over the past eleven 
years, according to a study released 
last month. 

The US Public Interest Research 
Group (US PIRG) Higher Education 
Project released the second annual 
edition of Ripoff 101, a study survey- 
ing the most widely purchased text- 
books at 59 colleges and universities 
across the country. 

The expanded survey uncovered 
more evidence that textbook prices 
are a significant part of college costs, 
textbook prices are rising at a fast pace, 
and publishers use a variety of tactics 
to inflate the cost of textbooks. 

The price of college textbooks rep- 
resents a serious part of the afford- 
ability equation, the study concluded. 
It found the average student spends 
nearly $900US each year purchasing 
textbooks. 

The most commonly purchased 
textbooks on college campuses have 
new editions published every three 
years, on average. New editions of the 
textbooks surveyed cost, on average, 
45 per cent more than used copies of 
the previous edition. 

Of the textbooks surveyed, new 
textbook prices jumped twelve per 
cent between the previous and cur- 
rent editions. 

Georgetown University economics 
chair Jim Albrecht agreed that pub- 
lishers have total control over what 
they offer universities in terms of 
updated texts.) >’ 


“Some of my colleagues complain 
about the rate of increase in textbook 
prices, and I think some consider price 
when they decide on required texts,” 
he said. 

“I think most faculty go for the best 
text irrespective of price and that pub- 
lishers are therefore in a good monop- 
oly position vis-a-vis their customers.”

Publishers also sell their textbooks 
“bundled,” or shrink-wrapped with 
additional instructional material such 
as CD-ROMs and workbooks, which 
tends to increase the price of the text- 
book by an average of ten per cent, 
according to the study. 

Sixty-five per cent of the faculty sur- 
veyed in the report said that they used 
the bundled items “rarely” or “never.” 

The survey also found that American 
students pay more for their textbooks 
than overseas students for the same 
textbook. 

Forexample, according toThompson 
Learning’s website, all books found in 
the survey cost an average of 72 per 
cent more in the US than in the UK, 
Africa and the Middle East. 

Several state-based public interest 
research groups have called on the 


publishing industry to adopt poli- 
cies that would ensure that publish- 
ers keep production and pricing costs 
as low as possible while maintaining 
educational value. 

In January 2004, after the first 
Ripoff 101 study was released by 
the US PIRG, many students, faculty 
and lawmakers asked the publishing 
industry to adopt these recommen- 
dations formally into their business 
practices. State PIRGs have asked the 
Association of American Publishers 
to issue recommendations to its 
member companies. To date, the 
association has refused to issue such 
recommendations, according to the 
PIRGs. 

“This report shows that publishers 
use needless new editions and gim- 
micks to drive up the cost of text- 
books,” Luke Swarthout, state PIRG 
higher education associate, said. 

Some Georgetown students agreed 
that publishers are using exorbitantly 
high textbook prices to take advantage 
of students. 

“It’s a rip-off,’ Caitlin O’Connell 
said. “Most of these books are repub- 
lished each year, and although it 
requires a lot of extra work on my 
part, it makes more sense to search 
online and find a previous edition for 
a lower price.” 

Several Georgetown faculty mem- 
bers have also voiced their concerns 
about increasing textbook prices. 

Jonathan Heathcote, assistant pro- 
fessor of economics, said he was con- 
cerned that publishers change little to 
nothing in new editions of textbooks. 

“The minor changes between edi- 
tions do not justify the high cost of 
new textbooks,” he said.

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Sex doesn't 
always sell, SU 


You’vVE READ IT IN these newspaper pages before: 
advertising on this campus is pervasive. It’s every- 
where—in bathroom stalls, in hallways, on buses, and 
eyen on people. It’s something some people hate and 
try to change, while others actively ignore and shut out 
the invasion of the free market into their lives. 

But it isn’t the sheer volume of advertising that I 
find so striking. It’s the particularly insipid ads being 
churned out by the Students’ Union these days that 
have captured my attention. Yet these ads don’t give me 
the sudden impulse to spend money at campus bars, 
quit smoking, or even vote in the upcoming Students’ 
Union elections. 

All three of these ad campaigns currently being 
undertaken by the SU are disturbingly similar: they all 
use sexually suggestive imagery to try and capture the 
attention of students. 

Now I'm no prude; I like a peanut-butter handjob 
from a lady-boy as much as the next guy. And I can 
certainly recognize the irony of decrying sexually 
explicit advertising in what is arguably the Gateway’s 
raunchiest issue of the year, but at the U of A—this 
alleged paragon of intellectualism and progressive 
thought—you’d think that marketers could come up 
with more clever advertising campaigns than those 
centred on sex. 

I'm certain there are better ways to peddle the 
Powerplant’s breakfast menu than resorting to having 
some girl suggestively feed a guy some sausage whilst 
he jams toast down her craw. And I’m not entirely 
sure what quitting smoking has to do with sex; of 
course, I understand the parallel that the SU has tried 
to create— ‘time to ditch an old flame”—but that 
doesn't make these ads clever or anything. It makes 
them downright boring and uninspired. 

Sex-based advertising is nothing new on this 
campus. Last year’s SU general election featured post- 

ers with photos of dildos and BDSM gear alongside 
text encouraging students to vote, because, you know, 
dildos and BDSM gear are rad, or something. Also, we 
as students are all retarded enough to get incredibly 
excited at the sight of sexual objects—or in the cases 
of other advertising campaigns, people—to the point 
where we cannot help but participate in the election 
process, quit smoking, or consume breakfast at the 
Powerplant. 

Not surprisingly, these ad campaigns aren’t work- 
ing. According to an article in the 30 October, 2004 
edition of The Economist, “Using sex to sell has been 
overdone and has reached a saturation point.” Adult 
consumers have been so inundated with sexual imag- 
ery that it doesn’t even phase us anymore. According 
to research conducted by the Chartered Institute of 
Marketing (CIM), only six per cent of consumers 
surveyed said they were positively influenced by 
sex in advertising. This trend is apparently affecting 
young consumers as well; again, according to The 
Economist, “D_Code, a study of young consumers by 
HeadlightVision ... concluded that [youth] found sexu- 
ally explicit advertising boring and repellent.” 

So if young consumers find sex in advertising so 
repellent, the SU is actually doing a disservice to itself 
and its constituents by making sex the focus of their 
advertising campaigns. We're university students, 
we're smarter than this, and our Students’ Union 
should be too.

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Bar environments perfect for violence

“It has nothing to do with this place; 
this is a great little bar. It’s just punks 
carrying knives—that’s what this is all 
about.” 

So said Leon Lovig, a patron of 
Orlando's Pub and Grill, the scene of 
Edmonton's latest fatal stabbing this 
past Super Bowl Sunday. He's only 
half right. 

This most recent homicide is 
Edmonton’s fifth of the new year and 
third at the hands of cold, hard steel. 
That makes the majority of murders so 
far this year knife-inflicted, and each 
of these tragic events took place in the 
cozy confines of a bar or a pub. 

This begs the question: has the 
nightlife of Edmonton become unsafe? 
In the back of their minds, bar patrons 
in February will no doubt have the 
idea that a blade might come to bear 
on a barroom argument, and thus 
shy away from getting tangled up in a 
heated exchange over a spilt drink or a 
bumped pool shot. 

And yet many would point to what 
Leon first stated: these stabbings are 
the acts of punk kids, intent on vio- 
lence, unconcerned with law or con- 
sequence. The point is well-taken. 
Somewhere in the minds of the per- 
petrators, there was a severe discon-

nect with the moral boundaries that 
so many of us subscribe to. One does 
not stab without resolve, or, for that 
matter, break a bottle over another’s 
head, or kick another when he or she 
is collapsed on the floor. Each of the 
above acts is in some sense premedi- 
tated; not acts of self defense, but 
rather deliberate attempts at inflict- 
ing harm. 

But step outside the late-night bar 
setting and notice the sudden drop 
in violent behaviour. While bars are 
not explicitly advertising for vio- 
lence, they still share a magnetism 
for depravity. This is the reason for 
the half-dozen bouncers and the ID 
scans at the door. Curiously, movie 
theatres seem to think that gangly 
teenagers as ushers are all the secu- 
rity they need. A bowling alley needs 
exactly one lone staffer dispensing 
musty shoes from behind a counter. 
Other social settings seem immune 
to the turbulence that plagues the bar 
scene. In fact, the setting that bars 
most closely resemble is a kindergar- 
ten where authority figures hover in 
the background ready to split up any 
two children who fly off the handle 
over an unwillingness to share the 
sandbox. 


After absorbing the news of three 
deadly knife attacks via second-hand 
stories, or the 6pm news, students 
have voiced the sentiment that it is a 
shame to see Edmonton’s bars come to 
this. Pat-downs, metal detectors and 
constant police visits are not far off, 
they say, and much to their chagrin, 
for Edmonton has long been calm and 
quiet, set apart from the violence of 
bigger cities. 

However, such a nostalgic spin on 
events is as foolish as it is untrue. Bar 
violence is nothing new. Perhaps the 
current outcry is aimed at the pro- 
liferation of knife attacks, and this 
may have merit. But bars have long 
fallen prey to their own epidemic of 
savagery. 

To casually mutter disparag- 
ing remarks at “the current state of 
things” is to shirk blame for being, 
up until now, a willing participant. 
The culture of nightlife has long been 
saturated with alcohol, drugs, mas- 
ochism and vice. Most disgusting has 
been the meek acceptance of it all. 

If Leon Lovig wants to pretend that 
his bar is an innocent bystander in a 
rash attack by unbalanced punks, then 
there is nothing left to do but to wait 
for another such attack to occur.

Hockey Bears ready for 
deceivingly strong T-Birds 


Low-ranked UBC squad has five wins since Christmas break

After last Saturday’s disappointing loss to Calgary 
that ended a six-year unbeaten streak against the 
Dinos, Golden Bears hockey fans might be for- 
given for hoping that the team’s next opponent, 
the UBC Thunderbirds, will provide an easy 
chance to bounce back. 

The Thunderbirds, after all, have a record 
of only 5-14-5 and are unranked nationally, 
whereas the Bears have been the top-ranked 
team since the second week of the season and 
boast an impressive 20-3-1 record. Not only that, 
but the Bears handily swept two meetings with 
the Thunderbirds in October, as well as two pre- 
season meetings. 

Records and past results can be deceiving, 
though, and in this case the: almost certainly 
are. After recovering from a huge rash of injuries 
that at one point forced them to call upon play- 
ers from intramural teams, the Thunderbirds 
have posted a 5-2-1 record since the Christmas 
break—the same record as the Bears—and are 
likely to pose a much greater threat when they 
face the Bears again tomorrow and Saturday at 
7:30pm in Clare Drake Arena. 

“UBC's arguably the hottest team in our confer- 
ence since Christmas, and we haven't seen them 
in awhile,” said Bears head coach Rob Daum. 
“Before Christmas they didn’t win a game. They 
were close, but they had a bunch of injuries, key 
guys were out of their lineup and their depth was 
really challenged. But since Christmas they’ve 
added some people, they've got their other guys 
healthy, and they're a much better team.” 


A 5-2-1 record in their last eight games 
represents a massive improvement for the 
Thunderbirds, but for Bears fans who were 
spoiled by an unbeaten regular season last year, 
it might seem like a cause for concern. Daum 
insisted, though, that the recent losses are simply 
a reminder that even a team as tough as the Bears 
needs to be at its best in the tough Canada West 
conference, which includes the three top-ranked 
teams in the country. 

“You have to play well against everybody,” 
said Daum. “When you don’t play well, you don’t 
win, regardless of who you play. We've been 
saying that for four years, and it’s been true for 
four years; it’s just that finally there’ve been some 
losses to substantiate that thought process.” 

Some would suggest that regular-season losses 
could prove to be a positive for the Bears—who’ve 
entered the last four national championships as 
the top seed but failed to win gold each time—by 
serving as a “wake-up call” for them to eliminate 
bad habits picked up during a long win streak. 
Daum, however, wasn’t buying that theory. 

“T think that’s a crock,” he said. “The teams 
we play aren't bad teams; we haven't beaten 
them because we've been going 30 per cent and 
winning games. We've played that well. There 
were games last year that maybe we could've 
lost or should've lost, but that didn’t affect how 
we approached things. If we win but don’t play 
well, we still address the things that we don’t do 
well. We evaluate our team based on our perfor- 
mance, not on the outcome. It hasn't happened 
very often, but if we play extremely well and 
lose, we can’t tear everything down and start 
over again.” 


Volleyball Bears finish their regular season at home against Spartans 


With first place already 
clinched, the Bears tune up 
for the playoffs against a likely 
Final Four opponent

When Canada West officials created the men’s 
volleyball schedule many months ago, they prob- 
ably didn’t expect the final games of the regular 
season to pit the top two teams in the country 
against each other. But the upcoming collision 
of on-court powerhouses this weekend between 
the top-ranked Golden Bears and the second- 
ranked Trinity Western Spartans will likely end 
the Canada West men’s volleyball regular season 
with a bang. 

Unfortunately, it will be a bang that has very 
little impact in the end. The Spartans have posted 
a regular season record of 14—4 to date, which 
guarantees them a second-place finish in the 
Mountain Division and a ticket to the playoffs, 
while the Bears 17—1 record has also guaranteed 
their post-season appearance; the Bears were 
also able to clinch first place in the division and 
the conference last weekend with two victories 
over the Winnipeg Wesmen. Their near-perfect 
regular-season record has guaranteed the Bears a 
bye in the quarter-final round and a berth in the 
conference Final Four. 

However, the victories in Winnipeg didn’t 
come easily for Alberta, as the Wesmen put up 
quite a fight before surrendering the wins to 
the Bears. Last Friday, two of the sets required 
extra points, though the Bears won in straight 
sets, and Saturday’s match went a full five sets 
before the Bears won. Alberta head coach Terry 
Danyluk said the matches against the Wesmen 


were “pretty tight” despite the relatively low- 
ranked opponent (the Wesmen are seventh on 
the current CIS top-ten list). 

“The scores were very competitive. I thought 
[Winnipeg] played very well and I didn’t think 
we played our best volleyball so it made it closer 
than it should have been,” Danyluk said. “Not to 
take anything away from Winnipeg; they scouted 
us really well and they played against us well.” 

With the Wesmen in the rear-view mirror, the 
Bears are now focused on what will likely be one 
of the best matches of the season against Trinity 
Western. The volleyball juggernauts have already 
metin four matches this season, all in BC; the Bears 
swept two regular season matches in November, 
while the teams split two September pre-season 
matches. That loss was one of only two overall 
losses for the Bears this year, and Danyluk stressed 
the importance of this weekend’s matches head- 
ing into a likely post-season rematch. 

“All year we've been ranked one and two 
with Trinity and they’re one of the teams that 
have beaten us this year, [albeit] in pre-season 
play,” said Danyluk “The chances are great that 
we will play them either in the semifinal or final 
this year.” 

Danyluk did say, though, that he wishes the 
upcoming matches had some significance on 
the standings, but seeing as the playoff situation 
for both of the teams has been solidified, it will 
come down to an issue of pride. He also said that 
his players cannot become complacent heading 
into the playoffs. 

“I don't know if they're becoming compla- 
cent; I would certainly hope not,” Danyluk said. 
“With our game anything can happen on any 
given night, and hopefully they're not looking 
too far down the road and they’re still playing 
each of the nights we play.” 

The Bears’ final home matches of the season 
are slated to start at 6:30pm tomorrow and 
8:15pm on Saturday in the Main Gym.

I's been just over two years since 
Pandas left-winger Danielle Bourgeois 
last slipped on a Team Canada jersey, 
scoring the gold-medal-winning goal 
at the European Air Canada Cup as a 
member of the Canadian under-22 
squad. 

Now 23, Bourgeois is still strug- 
gling to make the jump to the senior 
national team. But while she’s arguably 
the best player in CIS history—ast 
year, her fourth as a Panda, she set the 
CIS single-season scoring record with 
54 points (28 goals and 26 assists), as 
well as the career scoring record (she 
now has 205 points, 71 more than 
the previous leader)—the national 
program hasn’t given her the consid- 
eration that many would expect, and 
she’s not one of the 31 players in con- 
tention for 20 spots on Canada’s next 
world championship team. 

“They feel that her skating isn’t 
where it needs to be, in terms of her 
top speed,” said Pandas head coach 
Howie Draper. “It’s a bigger ice surface 


[at the international level], and they 
feel she’d need to be faster to compete 
on that.” 

Though she’s been left out of Team 
Canada training camps, scouts have 
had an eye an Bourgeois since she 
left the under-22 program, and she 
was diplomatic when asked about the 
scouting process. 

“They've given me opportunities,” 
she said. “I guess you can look at it 
like they have spots to fill, certain 
positions they want filled, and there’s 
just not one that fits me. I guess that’s 
the most objective thing you could say 
about it.” 

Draper said that Bourgeois is still on 
Team Canada’s radar, and disagreed 
with the idea that her skating isn’t 
strong enough to make the jump to 
international play. 

“You look at some of the players 
who've been very successful in the 
NHL, like Wayne Gretzky, who wasn’t 
an outstanding skater, but they have 
the ability to put points on the board, 
whether they be assists or goals,” he 
said. “I certainly think that Danielle 
has that uncanny ability, and I person-

ally believe that if she had the oppor- 
tunity to get a look at that level that she 
could do very well, given time.” 

Bourgeois’ Team Canada hopes 
may be benefitting from playing with 
fellow Panda Delaney Collins-Pye, 
who was on last year’s world-cham- 
pion team after a three-year absence 
and is one of ten blueliners in conten- 
tion for this year’s team (that decision 
will be made in early- to mid-March, 
according to Canadian head coach 
Melody Davidson). But as the pro- 
gram moves toward youth and train- 
ing its players several years in advance, 
Bourgeois recognizes that she needs 
to get her foot in the door as soon as 
possible. 

“It's been a really big goal of mine 
for a long time. I’m not giving up on it, 
but as I get older the door kind of shuts 
more,” she said. “Delaney got another 
chance, so I guess it is possible.” 

Bourgeois, Collins-Pye and the 
Pandas will conclude their regular 
season at home this weekend against 
the UBC Thunderbirds. Opening 
faceoff for the games is 4pm tomor- 
row and Saturday. 


Volleyball Pandas hope to end year on a high note

If the Pandas volleyball team thought 
the last games of this season would 
be smooth sailing, they were quite 
mistaken. The final stretch has proven 
to be a bumpy road for the team, as 
they've amassed three losses in their 
last four outings, meaning their up- 
and-down season seems to have taken 
a downswing as of late. 

Coming off of two disappoint- 
ing five-set losses to the first-ranked 
Calgary Dinos a week earlier, the 
fourth-ranked Pandas hoped to garner 
two victories on the road against 
Winnipeg last weekend, but managed 
only a split after dropping the opening 
match in four sets. 

The Pandas coaching staff expected 
a heated battle between Winnipeg 
and Alberta, currently ranked third 
and fourth respectively in the coun- 
tty. As well, the Wesmen were riding 
a 15-match win streak that started in 


November, vaulting the team up the 
CIS rankings. Pandas assistant coach 
Mike Ling called the Wesmen a “silent 
beast” looking to take advantage of 
Alberta’s mistakes on the court. He 
commented on the strong play of 
some Winnipeg players, namely 
middle Andrea Charbonneau, and 
power-hitter Jocelyne Roy, whom the 
Pandas expected would bring their A- 
game to the weekend’s matches. 

“Winnipeg is very good defen- 
sively,” said Ling. “They were relent- 
less. We made some uncharacteristic, 
unforced errors similar to the errors 
we made against Calgary the weekend 
before. The win on Saturday certainly 
helped us to find that winning feeling 
again, which adds something to the 
equation.” 

After splitting the matches in 
Winnipeg, the Pandas are looking to 
finish the regular season on a strong 
note at home against the Trinity 
Western Spartans this weekend. The 
Spartans are currently tied for tenth 


in the CIS rankings and sit in fifth 
place in Canada West, three matches 
behind the fourth-place Pandas; they 
can’t overtake Alberta for the higher 
playoff spot (the Pandas themselves 
will finish fourth regardless of this 
weekend's results), but Ling expects 
the matches to be competitive 
nonetheless. 

“For Trinity we're preparing to 
have another tough set of matches,” 
said Ling. “For us, we welcome that 
competitive style of game that Trinity 
brings to us—it’ll be a competitive 
game.” He added that he’s also con- 
fident that the struggles the Pandas 
have faced Jate in the season against 
the Dinos and Wesmen were a good 
thing for the squad, keeping them in 
the competitive spirit heading into the 
playoffs. 

Opening serve for this weekend’s 
matches—the Pandas’ last home 
matches of the year—is scheduled for 
8:15pm tomorrow and 6:30pm on 
Saturday, both in the Main Gym.

The writings on the wall 


Local rockers Superseed dig their latest record, Writing Words, 
but they've come a long way since their first release

For most musicians, a first album is a labour of 
love that’s not only a work of art, but a polished 
product of their sweat and blood. 

But for other bands, like Edmonton rock quar- 
tet Superseed, a first record can serve as a testa- 
ment to a group’s awkward journey to becoming 
a seasoned, mature local act. 

“Let's not talk about the first record,” laughs 
Superseed’s front man and chief songwriter Cory 
Burgett. 

“Our first album was flawed in the sense that 
we had some lineup issues. Our then-drummer 
had a ‘been there, done that’ attitude. Both he 
and our old guitar player reacted emotionally 
to any changes to their parts on a track. I mean, 
he’s a fucking drummer! I’m the songwriter and 
I have open arms to the suggestions of everyone 
in the room, and the fucking drummer just says 
‘T don’t like this’ and walks out on the session.” 

“T re-recorded the guitar parts and the end 
result was a glimpse of a band that might be able 
to do something, but it was an unnatural and 
forced production,” says Burgett. “I don’t look 
fondly upon the end result of the first album; it’s 
a record that doesn’t connect with anybody.” 

Despite Burgett’s criticism of his first effort, 
the band—whose sound combines harder rock 


with a finely balanced mix of guitar, drums and 
vocals—has impressed audiences and critics, 
gaining them the approval of local disc jockeys 
and the goodwill of the local media. 

Now, after a lineup change that brought 
about two less ego-driven members, the band 
has produced a second album, Writing Words, 
that Burgett treasures as a satisfactory finished 
product. The single “Grace Us” earned the band 
national exposure when it placed them in the 
finals at the Canadian Music Week songwriting 
contest. 

“We try to make every song a step forward for 
us, and Writing Words was a big step forward. 
The turnaround time on a song for us used to be 
three months with the old lineup. Now it only 
takes us three rehearsals,” he says. “All the pieces 
fit and everything is going really well for us. We 
have over 35 originals and all the songs for our 
next EP written.” 

The band is already receiving offers from 
management and PR companies across Canada, 
and with the ability to pull off what looks like 
three albums in as many years, Superseed is set 
to do big things outside of Edmonton in the near 
future. 

Burgett agrees, but keeping in tune with 
being his own harshest critic, he still thinks that 
Superseed’s best work is yet to come. 

“Each song we write is better than the last one, 
and ‘Grace Us’ has been picked up by a lot of 
radio stations across Canada,” he remarks. “This 
record is really momentum-building, but the 
next one is what we're going to be shoving in 
everyone's face.”

“Any man has the ability to sweep any woman 
off her feet. All he needs is the right broom.” 

It’s with this “witty” metaphor that we come to 
know Alex Hitchens (Will Smith), a mack-daddy 
for hire who teaches the ancient art of wooing 
with lessons like “How to Spy On Her So You 
Can Pretend to Have Common Interests,” and 
“How Not to Dance Like a White Guy.” Despite 
a low-profile, strictly referral way of doing busi- 
ness that protects those he’s helped, Hitch is 
wildly successful, with a Rolodex full of clients 
now leading happy lives with their objects of 
affection. 

His latest customer is Albert (King of Queens’ 
Kevin James), who has set his sights astronomi- 
cally high on beautiful, wealthy socialite (allergy 
medicine heiress?) Allegra (Amber Valletta). 
Hitch is up to the challenge. But in keeping with 
the “those who can’t do, teach” axiom, he just 
can't seem to find the right one to settle down 
with, and is growing weary of all the casual sex 
that New York has to offer. 

This may all change after he meets Sara (Eva 
Mendes), who’s a gossip columnist and therefore 
just as well versed as he in the love lives of other 
people. Will Hitch be able to help Albert over- 
come his lameness? Will he and Sara blossom as 
lovers, despite the detached cynicism with which 
both view their courtship? Will everything fall 
apart as Sara gets closer to tracking down a lead 
on the “date doctor” rumour floating around 
water coolers everywhere? 


Hitch cantt really decide if 
it’s trying to be a guy's movie 
about chicks or a chick-flick 
about love, but this blend 
seems to be a recipe for 
date-movie success. 


I could continue mocking this movie’s many 
clichés, but hoping a movie directed by Andy 
Tennant (Sweet Home Alabama, Fools Rush In) 
and starring America’s urban sweetheart, Will 
Smith, will depart from what's worked hun- 
dreds of times before is a pointless expectation. 
Of course it will end happily, with the impor- 
tant moral that being yourself is the best way to 
happiness in a relationship. After you've gotten 
over this hurdle, you'll probably find Hitch 
pretty darn funny. Will Smith plays himself, as 
he has in virtually all of his movies regardless 
of situation, a pigeonhole that isn’t necessarily a 
bad thing (see John Cusack). He doesn’t allow 
his pompous persona to get out of hand, and 
actually allows quite a few scenes to be stolen by 
James, who establishes himself in his first proper 
film role with a kind of Farley-esque flailing- 
physical-comedy vibe. Mendes is also enjoyable, 
in addition to being nice to look at, with a kind 
of bubbly exuberance that borders on annoying 
but is mostly endearing. 

Hitch can’t really decide if it’s trying to be a 
guy’s movie about chicks or a chick-flick about 
love, but this blend seems to be a recipe for date- 
movie success. So if you're a guy, go up to that 
girl you've been staring at since September, and 
while looking at her eyes instead of her chest, ask 
if she’d like to see this with you. You'll probably 
enjoy yourselves.

Simply put, Ong-Bak: The Thai 
Warrior is the greatest kicking movie 
ever made. Star Tony Jaa’s amazing 
skill at doing fantastic things with 
his feet, knees or elbows makes the 
film—despite its rather forgettable 
story and cheap production values—a 
must-see event. 

The loose collection of events that 
move the action forward posing as a 
story in Ong-Bak are thus: seedy busi- 
ness men from urban Thailand are 
travelling to small rural villages to 
extort priceless religious artifacts out 
of the peasants and sell them on the 
black market. When one village elder 
refuses to part with the Buddha statue 
Ong-Bak, the thugs steal the statue’s 
head during the night. It is up to the 
village’s top monk-in-training, Ting 
(Tony Jaa) to go to the city and kick 
ass with his mad Muay Thai fighting 
“skillz.” 


The story is breezy and forgettable, 
but it succeeds where many Asian 
action yarns fail: it works efficiently 
to propel the beautiful chorography 
of the fight sequences. And they are 
beautiful. While the film starts slowly, 
it isn't too long before Jaa is taking on 
all challengers 

In one of the first action sequences 
in the film, Jaa not only jumps over 
five street thugs, but slides under a 
car while doing the splits, only to 
then cartwheel between two panes of 
glass and dive through a loop of razor 
wire. And unlike many films of this 
genre, Ong-Bak just keeps increas- 
ing the audaciousness of the stunts 
from there—all of which were done 
without wires or computer graphic 
touch-ups, making them even more 
amazing. 

The film isn’t perfect, however; those 
who wish to see more than an action 
movie will be disappointed. Ong-Bak 
doesn’t even come close to transcend- 
ing its genre; it’s a lighthearted action 
movie, pure and simple. The single 
attempt at drama near the end comes 
off seeming like a joke instead of the 
poignant moment that it was sup- 
posed to be. 

For those who have already seen 
this film on imported video, the ver- 


sion that’s playing in theatres has been 
slightly re-cut by Luc Besson (Fifth 
Element, Leon: The Professional) 
with new music inserted into the fight 
sequences. 

The new cut ups the pace of the 
movie by removing a few subplots, 
but the amount of material moved 
around is rather nominal; both cuts of 
the film are fairly similar. 

The new music isn’t great, but the 
original music wasn't great either, so 
the sum total of the auditory change 
is more a missed. opportunity than a 
travesty. 

Whether you've seen it before or not, 
Ong-Bak is worth seeing on the big 
screen. They simply don’t make action 
movies like this in North America. 
There are commercials for Ong-Bak 
with members of the Wu Tang clan 
pimping the film as the “real deal” 
and they're right; pure action movies 
like this without special-effects tricks 
don’t come around very often, and 
ones that pull off their stunts as well 
as Ong-Bak almost never. The fact that 
this small Thai film has even gotten 
wide release here should show its 
quality. Just see the film before Tony 
Jaa is brought over to Hollywood and 
forced to star in a movie with Chris 
Tucker.

A Tale of Two Sisters is a haunting 
movie that resembles other horror 
movies as much as the sun resembles 
a cheap, dollar-store nite light. The 
film’s beautiful visuals and suspense- 
ful story of two sisters who return 
to a cruel home after spending time 
in a mental institution is eerie in a 
way unmatched by other films in the 
genre. 

Director Ji-woon Kim has a cinema- 
tographer’s eye for scene composition, 
which raises this movie into the realm 
of art. The movie’s long camera shots 
are particularly striking. Right from 
the first scene, the director establishes 
a calm, almost dull atmosphere with 
scenes that involve more stillness 
and silence than actiqn, and dialogue. 


A psychiatrist interviewing a non- 
responsive girl in a giant hospital wing, 
or a girl walking calmly through the 
forest: these are not scenes that inspire 
terror, yet they serve a far greater pur- 
pose. These shots force the audience to 
lower its guard and pay great attention 
to small details. A gradual and skillful 
climb from this serene existence to a 
chaotic and confusing climax assaults 
the mind with its rapid cuts and brutal 
images. 

The slow buildup of tension in the 
film is paralleled in the plot. The story 
of sisters Soo-mi (Su-jeoung Lim) and 
Soo-yeon (Geun-yeong Mun) is not 
told in a linear fashion, and it’s not 
really until the very end of the movie 
that everything falls into place and 
everything that has been going on 
inside the oppressive house is under- 
stood. In the beginning, there are 
quick interchanges that show us how 
the girls and their stepmother don’t 
get along, but there’s no flashback 
explaining why until the denouement 
of the film. As we near the climax the 
audience is consumed with the desire 
to know why, this;is.all ‘happening— 


heightening the viewer’s attention to 
detail as they’re desperate to pick out 
any clues. 

But Kim’s success in storytelling 
wouldn't be possible without the film's 
talented cast of actors. The majority of 
the film is carried by Su-jeong Lim, 
who portrays a girl who wants to 
take the place of her own mother to 
her father and sister, and is losing her 
grip on reality. Kap-su Kim as the sis- 
ters’ father is easily overlooked among 
the performances of the women in 
the film, but his emotional distance 
is crucial to the understanding of the 
other characters, and he tempers that 
distance with honest concern for his 
family. 

The rare sense of reality found in 
this horror movie really draws the 
audience in, making them care for 
the family. The supernatural element 
takes a backseat here, and the movie 
is driven by human evils. If only for 
that, A Tale of Two Sisters is a film to 
see as it brilliantly balances its terrors 
between the dark side of humanity 
and the things that go bump in the

You'd think Ryan Dahle’s a guy who 
has it all: he makes music for a living, 
has all the scotch and Kinder Eggs he 
can consume and he just happens to be 
the force behind one of the most lyri- 
cally explorative and sonically pleas- 
ing pop-rock acts in Canada. His only 
problem is that in an industry where 
youre only as good as the last thing 
you released, you're never quite sure 
which side of the popular-opinion 
fence your next record will land on. 

As a side project from Age of 
Electric, Limblifter achieved more 
than modest success with their first 
self-titled record. But with the release 
of their second, Bellaclava, things got 
“interesting.” 

“People had called [Bellaclava] our 
Pinkerton,” says Dahle. “And in many 
ways it became our Black Album.” 

Dahle’s comparison of Limblifter’s 
sophomoric effort to that of Weezer's 
goes far beyond just describing the tra- 
vails of trying to follow up a commer- 
cial success; a statement like that can 
open up huge philosophical ‘debates 

among music fans where one man’s 
Pinkerton can be another man’s, well, 
Pinkerton. 

After the release of Bellaclava, Dahle 
experienced what other bands from 
Aerosmith to Weezer have also expe- 
rienced, where a new record can seem 
so creatively pleasing and musically 
pure, yet the fans don’t seem to gel 
with it the way you had hoped. 

The way Bellaclava was received did 
not do all that much to discourage or 
disappoint Dahle and his then-band- 
mate and brother Kurt, however. 


“When Kurt and I finished the 
record, we knew it wouldn't do very 
well. It is a pretty complicated and 
strange record in a lot of ways; not 
very accessible.” 

While the debate over Bellaclava’s 
merits raged on, Limblifter moved 
into another phase of its development 
as Dahle’s brother Kurt moved on to 
work on other things and Ryan was 
left to keep Limblifter moving for- 
ward but without the only drummer 
he’d ever worked with. 

“When [Kurt] left I kind of didn’t 
know what to do for awhile, and I had 
to learn to become comfortable play- 
ing with new people again,” explains 
Dahle. 

Limblifter’s third release, I/O, is 


the product of Dahle’s coping pro- 
cess. When speaking about the record, 
Dahle tries to explain how it may help 
close the gap between the band’s first 
and second efforts, noting it “sounds 
like the record that came in between.” 
By staying true to a simpler style on 
this record (it was recorded live to 
tape), Dahle says it brought back a lot 
of the spontaneity that was in their 
first release. 

And while fans may debate Dahle’s 
statements and argue about whether 
the first album was better than the 
third or the second better than the 
first, Dahle isn’t about to give them 
any concessions. He’s going to keep 
making the records that he wants to 
make.

“We're like Santa Claus, only less radi- 
cal,” says Mike Bonanno, ofhimselfand 
his partner-in-Yes, Andy Bichlbaum. 
The two star in The Yes Men, a film 
about Bonanno and Bichlbaum’s activ- 
ist/comedic campaign against the 
World Trade Organization. 

As for that quote, here’s a little 
Context: part of the film documents 
an adventure at the Barbie Liberation 
Organization. Some may (or may not) 
remember hearing a little rumour 
about a group that purchased hun- 
dreds of talking Barbies and GI Joes 
and then switched the toys’ electronic 
voice boxes so that the Barbies would 
bark GI Joe dialogue and vice-versa. 
The coup de grace of this stunt was 
smuggling these toys back onto store 
shelves to be sold once more. The Yes 
Men were in on this stunt, and their 


movie is full of similar mayhem. 

While the ultimate motive of the 
Barbie stunt is never explained, the Yes 
Men’s overall modus operandi is made 
perfectly clear: they are agitators. 

The film, though, particularly 
focuses on the group’s “identity cor- 
rection” campaign—a campaign 
against the World Trade Organization 
that seeks to wash away the respect- 
able veneer of the WTO (and the cor- 
porate world in general) to reveal its 
complete lack of humanity. The group 
does this by mixing a wide variety 
of elements, from phallic humour 
to outrageous spectacle. Eventually, 
the Yes Men’s mayhem pushes the 
boundaries of fraud as they imperson- 
ate WTO personnel. It’s hilarious but 
uncomfortably devious. 

There’s a funny side and an ugly/ 
unethical side to The Yes Men. Take 
one’ scené ‘where’ the'!duo’ proposes 


that McDonald's recycle human waste 
into hamburgers. It may seem at least a 
little bit funny, but when an econom- 
ics professor tells his class that this 
is an actual joint McDonald’s/WTO 
proposal the Yes Men's joke becomes 
extremely unethical. Regardless, the 
reaction of the Yes Men’s audience is 
worth its weight in poo-burgers—the 
scene is a gross-out Supersize Me 
could only dream of. 

For a movie about what is right and 
wrong in the corporate world, the 
filmmakers all too often lecture the 
audience with their interpretation of 
ethics, instead of allowing their effec- 
tively and cleverly proposed argu- 
ments to influence the audience. 

What eventually comes across is yet 
another preachy, arguably disingenu- 
ous anti-globalization film, with an 
inexplicable Michael Moore cameo 
thrown'in for good measure.
